at $51.82 per 100. Total sales 
were 542.560 pounds. 

Shelbyville — Market strong. 
Star House sold 338,100 pounds 
at an average of $16.89. Prices 
ranged from $1 to $80.

Vatican's statement, is the most 
satisfactory method of control- 
liny these "potato seed pest-. 

The standard solution of cor- 
rosive sublimate used in the treat- 
ment is made by dissolving four 
ounces of the material in a few 
gallons of hot water and then di- 
luting the solution to 30 gallons. 
This solution may be used for 
treating four lots of potatoes, hut 
different lengths of time are nec- 
essary if the material is used 
more than once. 

The standard length of treat- 
ment is one hour for the first 
time, one and one-quarter hours 
for the Second time, one and one- 
hnli hours for the third-time and 
two limes for the fourth rmdJasI 
time. 

Seed potatoes may be treated 
any time during the winter, pre- 
ferably during the period that 
they are dormant. The treat meoj 
musl be applied before the seetjs 
are cut for planting. Rot leu . ,r 
scabby potatoes should not be 
treated or used for seed. 

Since the corrosive sublimate 
corrodes metal only wooden, con- 
crete or some non-metal contain- 
er should be use<L>with the solu- 
tion. 

Alkaline soils which have pro- 
duced scabby potatoes before are 
particularly adapted to carrying 
til scab from one year to anoth- 
er. Seed treatment under such 
conditions will not control the 
scab. Tt will, howver, prevent 
scab from entering alkaline soils 
if it is not already present.

In this case the 
difference between winter and 
summer in our latitude would he 
almost annihilated. But as the 
on one hemisphere cor- 
respond with the summers on tin- 
other, it follows that while one 
hemisphere is enduring the great- 
est extremes of summer heat and 
winter cold, the other is enjoying 
perpetual summer." 

According to astronomers the 
eartli passed the aphelion of its 
Orbit when tiiat orbit was ;it its 
greatest eccentricity between ten 
and twelve thousand years ago, 
and we are now receding from 
the glacial period or great ice 
age. In other words, we have 
passed the (iieat W inter and arc 
now approaching the Greal Sum 
mer. and our annual winters are 
growing shorter and milder, and 
nur annual summers longer and 
also milder, because we are grad- 
ually getting farther from the 
sun in summer and nearer in win- 
ter. Rut it must be understood 
that there are continual fluctua- 
tions and the change, as a whole, 
is as siow as to be scarcely no- 
ticeable in . an ordinary lifetime 
or even in n century. 

Prior to the last glacial period 
as the earth slowly approached 
the aphelion of its orbit, when the 
orbit was at its greatest eccentri- 
city, the winter gradually grew 
lofelger and colder, while the sum- 
mers became shorter but. strange 
as it may appear, not hotte r. Dur- 
ing the long winters — more than 
a month longer than our present 
winters, the ground was covered 
deeply with snow and all inland 
bodies of water were frozen solid 
while the oceans were Riled with 
floating ice. At approach of sum- 
mer, the presence of such an ac- 
cumulation of snow and ice low- 
ered the temperature and pre- 
vented its melting. This was 
brought about in three ways, viz: 
First, by means of direct radia- 
tion. Xo matter what the inten- 
sity of the sun's rays may be. the 
temperature of snow and ice can 
never be above 32 degrees. 

Second, the rays of the sun fall- 
ing upon snow and ice are. to a 
great extent reflected back into 
space. Those that arc not re- 
flected back into space. but 
absorbed. do not raise the 
temperature, for they disap- 
pear in the mechanical process of 
melting the ice. For whatsoever 
may be the intensity of-4hc sun's 
heat, the surface ground will be 
kept at 32 degrees so long as the 
snow and ice remain unmelted. 

Third, snow and ice lower the 
temperature by chilling the air 
and condensing the vapor into 
thick fogs. The greatr-strength 
of the sun's rays during the short 
summer, due to his nearness, 
fflftilllt Jif n/i *f» iMpdnce.

Cut. as the earth's 
rotation on its axis does not co- 
incide with the plane of its orbit, 
but is tilted at an angle of 23} A 
degrees, it happens that our nor- 
thern hemisphere is tilted away 
from the sun in winter, when we 
are nearest to it, hence we do 
not receiye its direct rays. In 
summer, when wc are farthest 
away from the sun. the northern 
hemisphere is tilted toward it and 
we receive its direct rays. As a 
result we have neither the ex- 
treme cold in winter nor heat in 
summer that we might have were 
conditions different. But condi- 
tions are gradually changing. 

Owing to the protuberance of 
the earth along the equatorial 
regions, ihe attraction of the sun 
and moon tends to pull the axis 
aside and make it describe a con- 
ical movement like that of the 
axis of a top around the vertical, 
llcnce each pole points succes- 
sively to different stars. In oth- 
er words, the north pole describes 
a complete circle every 2L000 
years. As a result the geograph- 
ic and electric north poles are 
never identical. The needle of 
the compass does not point to the 
geographic north pole, but sever- 
al degrees to one side of it. 

At present the winter in our 
northern hemisphere coincides 
with the earth's approach to the 
sun, or jperihelion. 12.000 or 14.- 
000 years hence our winters will 
take place when the earth is ap- 
proaching the farthest part of its 
orbit from the sun— 4he aphelion. 
Dr. t roll, in '■C limate and Time."

" The mean distance, of the sun 
at present is 02.400.000 miles."

What Turkey needs today is a 
thorough re vision of its govern- J 
ment system and the best way 
to get tins would be fcr the Un-j 
ited States to take a mandate ov- 
er all of Turkey, in the. opinion 
of L. A. Scipio, of Pittsburg. Pa., 
professor of engineering at Rob- 
ert College, Constantinople. He 
recently visited the U niversity of 
Kentucky in the interest of tests 
being made there for the United 
States Bureau of Standards with 
which h<- is connected during a 
year's leave of absence from the 
college. He was in Turkey thru- 
ont the world war. 

"The United States could take 
a mandate over Turkey and oper- 
ate the entire country. Armenia! 
and all, at less cost than it now 
takes to do relief w ork there." he 
said, in discussing the situation.] 
"This should be done and the gov- j 
eminent system of the country 
gradually revised. Revision of the 
government is the pressing need 1 
today. In the way I have- men-; 
tinned a government could be] 
worked out in a few yiar> that; 
would be for the benefit of all of 
the people and in which all classes j
